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Senator George McGov¬ 
ern (D-S.D.) said the 1077 
farm bill undoubtedly will 
be the most exhaustively 
studied farm bill in history, 
but mny also he "one of (lie 
most difficult to enuct if il is 
ut truly he u farmer's bill.” 

McGovern said the thrust 
of the bill will be to increase 
target prices to cover full 
cr«p production eosL and to 
establish u commodity loan 
rate at 80% of the cost of 
production. He says it's 
likely several ways to com¬ 
pute production costs will 
be considered and “we will 
proceed to adupt the best 
set of figures we think we 
can pass.” 

McGovern says a bill 
aimed at fixing price sup¬ 
ports which cover produc¬ 
tion costs should not be ve¬ 
toed when sent to the White 
House, since President¬ 
elect Carter discussed such 
an approach throughout his 
campaign. 

McGovern says the gen¬ 
eral approach he has sug¬ 
gested, along with n num¬ 
ber of other farm loaders, is 
nut without difficulties, es¬ 
pecially in the area of poten¬ 
tial cost to taxpayers. “Both 
fanners and taxpayers have 
been pleitsed with the re¬ 
sults of the 1973 act,” he 
says. “Our biggest poten¬ 
tial problem will be to con¬ 
vince urban members of 
Congress that it is impor¬ 
tant to our part of the 
country, as well as in their 
long-term interests to vole 
in favor of a bill that mny be 
a bit more costly but ade¬ 
quately reflects the coil-

Beef production in 1977 is 
expected to decline, and re¬ 
tail prices may be in¬ 
creasing later in the year, 
the president of the Ameri¬ 
can National Cattlemen's 
Assn. said. 

Wray Finney explained 
that the cattle industry is 
nenring the end of a cyclical 
period of rapidly expanding 
beef output, and per capita 
supplies may begin to de¬ 
crease in the yoar ahead. 

"As a result,” said 
Finney, "we are likely to 
see at least some increase in 
average beef prices in 1977 
ns compared with 1973. Il

move abend, more quickly 
than previously planned, 
with the establishment of a 
Far East office in Tokyo and 
a European office nt a site to 
be selected within the Euro¬ 
pean Economic Communi¬ 
ty. 

Tho decision to open a Far 
Enst office was made fol¬ 
lowing a visit to Japan, 
Hong Kong and Singapore 
by Middaugh and Robert 
Mannion of FAS. 

' ‘ Based on what we found 
in Japan," Middaugh said, 
"I’d rate the Far East high 
on our priority llsl. The big- 
gesL potential in Japan is in 
quality U.S. meat for the 
hotel and restaurant trade, 
but the volume of U.S. moat 
in Jnpanese supermarkets 
also is increasing. 

"At present, Australia 
accounts for 90% of Japan’s 
beef imports, and the U.S. 
shares the remaining 10% 
with other countries. We 
think it's possible to in¬ 
crease the U.S. share to nt 
least 40% in the not too dis¬ 
tant future. We also think 
that U.S. exports of pork to 
Japan can he increased. 


Pork is under a variable levy 
system, but, unlike heef, it 
enjoys complete market ue- 
cess. 

"A full-time MEF em¬ 
ployee in Tokyo can develop 
new and expanded markets 
for meat as well as meet by¬ 
products. A Tokyo office 
also can bring about im¬ 
proved relations with the 
Jnpanese government, 
leading to a reduction in the 
quantitative restrictions 
now placed on U.S. meat 
suppliers." 

Middnugh plans to sur¬ 
vey the market in Europe in 
March. While there, he will 
study alternative locations 
for the MEF's European of¬ 
fice. 

Tho European Economic 
Community's current im¬ 
port system severely re¬ 
stricts meat from other 
countries, Middnugh noted, 
but there still is great po¬ 
tential to increase ship¬ 
ments of U.S. variety meats 
in particular. 

The value of the U.S.' 
annual exports of meal qni- 
ninls, meat nnd meat prod¬ 
ucts is about equal to the 
value of imports. However, 


the exports are largely by¬ 
products like tallow, greaso, 
hides and skins, ns well as 
variety meats. Shipments of 
beef, veal, pork uud lnmh 
are very limited. In fact, 
ummai exports of red meats 
now amount to only aliout 
C.7% of U.S. production. 


In addition, 
we are confident that we emi 
gradually develop markets 
for primal-type meat cuts.” 


"Through the MEF pro¬ 
gram,” Middaugh said, 
"we hope to increase ex¬ 
ports of products which al¬

Lower water fees reported 


Here's one fee that has 
gone down. It is the fee paid 
by operators who feed and 
fatten animals on the hoof, 
or birds on the wing—in a 
confined area. 

Since flow from such op¬ 
erations into a surface 
stream or percolation into 
groundwaters could cause 
pollution, permits for dis¬ 
charges are required, con¬ 
ditions iiri' imposed and 
foes are collected. 

The lower lee schedule 
adopted by the California 
State Water Resources Con¬ 
trol Board affects cattle, 
sheep, swine, horses, 
mules, goals, low! or other 
domestic animals that me 
corrnled, penned, tethered 
or otherwise restricted to 
areas where feoding is other 
than by grazing. 

Examples are commercial 
operations involving beef 
cattle in a feedlut. dairy 
cattle in a barnyard, or tur¬ 
keys, chickens and ducks In 
pens. 

Cattle on open range or 
horses grazing in a field are 
not covered by the fee 
schedule. Small "back¬ 
yard" operations with a 
very few animals are also 
excluded. 

Each operation is judged 
on its own merits. In ad¬ 
ministering the program, If 
Regional Water Quality 
Control Board representa¬ 


tives determine that an op¬ 
eration is causing a water 
quality problem — or has 
the potential to do so — it 
could ask the owner or op¬ 
erator to file an application 
for a stale waste discharge 
permit. 

A flat foe of either $60 or 
$IU0 is charged, depending 
on tho number of animals. 
The Regional Water Quality 
Control Board can Mpetify 
the period of lime covered 
by the fi*u.

phase where total numbers 
of cattle Rre reduced. A 
single phase of the 
long-term cycle may last for 
several years. 


“We are now nearing the 
end of a period of expanding 
beef production. Most cat¬ 
tlemen have been losing 
money for much of Lhe past 
three years, and this has re- 
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suited in liquidation or cut¬ 
backs in basic herds. Wide¬ 
spread drouth could further 
increase the herd liqui¬ 
dation—and beef supplies 
for consumers—in the short 
term. Otherwise, the basic 
trend is expected to be one 
of declining per capita beef 
supplies over the next few 
years. 

' 'This will mean in¬ 
creases in average cattle 
and beef prices. Cattle 
prices simply have to get 
back to a point where they 
are higher than today's in¬ 


flated production costs, and 
where cattlemen can begin 
to recoup their losses. If we 
don’t experience some im¬ 
provement soon, more 
producers will be forced out 
of the cattle business, and 
consumers eventually will 
find much less beef 
available, at much .higher 
prices.

The amendments further 
require that livestock, in¬ 
ventories, proceeds and re¬ 
ceivables of puckers be held 
in trust to insure payment 
for livestock purchased on a 
cash basis. The seller 
waives his rights to the trust 
provision if he extends cre¬ 
dit to the packer. 

The proposed regulation 
relating to payment pro¬ 
vides that: 

• No packer, market 
agency or dealer may pur¬ 
chase livestock and make 
payment with o draft unless 
tho seller agrees before¬ 
hand in writing to accept a 
draft; 

• Puckers, market agen¬ 
cies and dealers may not 
mail checks in payment for 
livestock pure bused on a 
ensh basis unless the seller 
agrees in writing to the ar¬ 
rangement before the pur- 
rhiiHO, onmlt-HH the seller or 


his representative is not 
present at the point of trans¬ 
fer of possession to receive 
payment in person; 

• Any agreement to mail 
payment for livestock must 
bo retained in the records of 
the packer, market agency 
or dealer for two years; 

• No packer, market 
agency or dealer may dic¬ 
tate terms or manner of pay¬ 
ment as a condition of his 
purchase of livestock; 

• Any checks In payment 
for cash purchases of live¬ 
stock that are mailed must 
be placed in the mail by the 
close of the next business 
day following transfer of 
possession. Payment for 
livestock purchased on a 
carcass or grade and weight 
basis must be made by the 
close of the next business 


day nfter the purchase price 
is determined, and, 

■ Agents using their own 
funds to pay for livestock 
purchased for a packer, 
market agency or dealer 
shall he paid in the same 
manner as sellers of live¬ 
stock. 

The statement of general 
policy relating to prompt 
payment for livestock makes 
clear that sellers of livestock 
may agree in writing to the 
mailing of a check within the 
prescribed Lime limit with¬ 
out this being considered to 
be an extension of credit. 

The proposed regulation 
relating to the trust pro¬ 
vision provides that no 
packer whose average 
annual livestock purchases 
exceed $600,000, or any 
market agency or dealer 


acting ns the packer's 
agent, may purchase live¬ 
stock on credit unless; 

• The seller signs n credit 
agreement prior to the 
transaction, showing that 
he knows he is waiving his 
rights under the trust pro¬ 
vision; 

• The seller receives a 
copy of the credit agree¬ 
ment and the agreement is 
retained in the packer's 
records for two years. A 
copy of the required form of 
agreement is included in the 
regulation. 

Payment for livestock by 
use of a draft by packers or 
their agent will be consi¬ 
dered as a purchase on 
credit.
